IMPORTANT DECISION 


In the United States Supreme Court A ffect~ 
ing Certain Test Cases Growing Out of the 
Edmunds Polygamy Law. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—In the 
Supreme Court yesterday Justice Mat- 
thews delivered an important decision 
respecting five Mormon cases. During 
the recent elections in Utah Territory 
the Mormon Church selected five of its 
members to bring about tests of the Ed- 
munds act. Three of them refused to 
make statements under oath that they 
bad not plural wives, while two of them 
did so. The officers of the Election 
Board, believing the two who qualified 
were bigamists, refused to permit them 
to vote. The five men joined and brought 
suits for damages. 

In rendering his decision, Justice Mat. 
thews observed that the rules and regu- 
lations and oaths prescribed by Commis- 
sioners being without authority in law, 
were without force, and no effect can be 
given to them. The administration of- 
ficers were not bound nor authorized to 
obey them. The powers claimed by the 
Commissioners are not ministerial, and 
can not be made the ground of action for 
damages. If the registration officers de- 
prived citizens of their right of franchise 
in violation of law, they are responsible 
in suit for damages. He alone is deprived 
of his vote who, when he offers to reg- 
ister, is then in the state and condition of 
a bigamist or polygamist, or is then actu- 
ally cohabiting with more than one wom- 
an. 

‘Disfranchisement,”’ the decision con- 
tinues, “is not prescribed as a penalty 
for being guilty of the crime and offense 
of bigamy and polygamy, for as has been 
said, that offense consists in the fact of 
unlawful marriage, and a prosecution 
against the offenders is barred by the 
lapse of years by section 1044 of the re- 
vised statutes. Continuing to live in that 
state afterward is not an offense, al- 
though cohabitation with more than one 
woman is, but as one may be living in a 
bigamous~ or polygamous state 
without cohabitation with more than 
one woman, he is a__ bigamist 
or polygamist, and yet guilty of no crim- 
inal offense. So, that in respect to those 
disqualifications of a voter under the act 
of March 22, 1882, the objection is not 
well taken that represents the inquiry 
into the fact by the officers of registra- 
tions as an unlawful mode of prosecu- 
tion forcrime. The power of Congress 
to prescribe the qualification of voters in 
the Territories has passed beyond the 
stage of controversy into final judgment. 
The conclusion cannot be avoided that 
the act of Congress here in question is 
clearly within the justification of law.”’ 

This decision of Justice Matthews 
favors the application for damages of that 
class of residents who made oath that 
they did not have plural wives and nega- 
tives the application for damages of those 
who refused to testify that they had 
more than one wife.

* HOWGATE COME FORTH! 


"The Government Hopeful of Shortly Laying 
Hands On the Fugitive Captain Howgate 
~An‘Intimation As to Why He has Not 
Been Captured Before. 

WasuiInGTon, D.C., March 23.—One 
of the victories expected to be achieved 
by the administration within a few days 
will be the capture of Capiain Howgate, 
the fugitive from justice. Captain How- 
gate’s defalcation amounted to over $300,- 
000, as ascertained, besides an indefinite 
amount not yet known, and it is strange 
that he has not ‘been recaptured. The 
district authorities, it is said, were alone 
responsible for his escape, and the War 
Department claimed the sole right to act 
in recovering him. Itis asserted that a 
good percentage of his stealings went to 
certain merchants in this city, who helped 
bim to make fraudulent vouchers. It was 
easy to do this. A merchant with an ac- 
count of say $900 might be induced to 
sign a voucher in blank which could be 
filled in to tepresent $9,000 or $19,000, 
for that matter. : 

This Howgate matter would, it is al- 
leged, show the necessity of an absolute 
and sweeping change in everything re- 
lating to the prosecution of crime in this 
district. Howgate’s companions and in- 
timate friends were connected with the 
business of ae crime. General 
Myer, the former Chief of the Signal Of- 
fice, turned the entire business over to 
Howgate, and never thereafter paid the 
slightest attention to its accounts. ' Myer 
was an honest man, but uansuspicious. 
“He was a different man from Howgate. 
Shortly after he was retired Howgate 
resigned, knowing that an overhauling of 
his accounts would lead to detection. 
According to popular gossip, he got his 
stolen money in a bag, threw a few green- 
backs around to certain officials, and then 
quietly walked away with his mistress on 
his arm. : 

Myer’s experience was different. He 
had every reason to anticipate a long and 
happy old age. His wife had an enorm- 
ous fortune, anda few years before the 
Gencral’s death had purchased a very 
handsome house on I street, which was 
so long occupied by the British Legation. 
John Chamberlain bought che house for 
$200,000, and tried to make of it a high- 
toned gambling establishment. The at- 
tempt was a failure. Mrs. Myer bought 
the house from him under a forced sale. 
General Myer had settled down in this 
beautiful home, expecting to devote the 
last years of his life to writing. He died 
October 21, 1880, and Howgate’s frauds 
“were not discovered until about six 
months after. 
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Arrested for Murder. 

Canton, O., March 24.—Mrs. Barn- 
hardine Wintges and Joseph Fisher of 
Osnaburg were arrested and brought to 
jail here yesterday morning, charged 
with administering poison to Henry 
Wintges, whose dead body was found on 
a farm near Osnaburg.

A “FIRE TRAP” BURNED. 


The Langham Hotel at Chicago Totally 
Destroyed By Fire—Several Lives Lost— 
Miraculous Escapes of Some of the 
Guests—The Dead and Missing. 
CuicaGo, Itt., March 22.—The Lang- 

ham Hotel, formerly the Burdick House, 

located at the corner of Wabash avenue 
and Jackson streets, was entirely de- 
stroyed by Yire last evening, notwith- 
standing the persistent efforts of eleven 
fire steamers, whose many streams of 
water seemed but to make the flames, 
which extended from cellar to garret, burn 
fiercer and brighter. The fire originated 
in one of the lower rooms from a kero- 
sene lamp, which was accidentally over- 
turned. At the time the restaurant of 
the house contained 100 guests at supper, 
and as many more were in their rooms. 

The people in the restaurant had no 

trouble in getting out, but several per- 

sons in the upper rooms had a very nar- 
row escape. 

Mrs. Belknap, an elderly lady, was 
killed jumping from the fourth story 
into the alley. Subsequently the cry 
was raised that the walls were falling, 
and that Bulwinkie’s fire insurance pa- 
trolmen were inside the building. A por- 
tion of the south wall was seen to to tter 
and then it came down with a 
crash. Two members of the fire insur- 
ance patrol barely eseaped the tumbling 
bricks [and timbers. Two others were 
pinned fast, but after long efforts were 
finally extricated. The legs of both 
were severely bruised. Patrolmen A. 
Jones and John Walsh are believed to 
have been suffocated beneath the wall. 
The firemen never ceased their efforts to 
secure the two missing patrolmen and 
about four hours afterward they were 
found in the Dasement of the building 
next to the hotel, buried under broken 
flooring and fragments of the falling wall. 
They were taken out alive, and will prob- 
ably survive their injuries. 

The escape of Mrs. J. A. Murray and 
child was marvelous. The lady occupied 
a room on the fifth floor, and was un- 
aware of danger till it was too late to at- 
tempt to descend the stairways. She 
reached the fire-escape, but at each floor 
found the hole in the grating too small 
to admit the passage of herself and in- 
fant, avd she was therefore compelled 
four times, with the flames bursting 
around her, to seat the child upon the 
platform, lower herself over the edge and 
reach up for the little one. Mrs. Murray 
reached the ground without assistance, 
and a quarter of an hour afterward had 
wholly recovered from the effects of her 
terrible expcrience. : 

Policeman Marks saw two domestics at 
one of the second-story windows after it 
was supposed all the inmates had been 
rescued. He rushed up the burning 
staircase, and a few moments later ap- 
peared, dragging out both women, who 
had been rendered unconscious by smoke. 

The hotel, which is a total loss, was 
erected immediately after the great fire. 
While substantial looking outside, it was 
called a fire-trap. It was formerly known 
as the Burdick House, then as the Craw- 
ford, and, recently, as the Langham.

THE BOOMERS. 


The Couch Colony Still Awaiting Develop- 
ments at Arkansas City—Small Parties 
Said to Have Slipped In From Arkansas 
and Texas—Work for the Troops te 
Oust Them—The_ Determination of the 
Boomers to Possess the Land. 
ARKaNnsas City, Kas., March 22.—The 

reports telegraphed from other points, 
though dated Arkansas City, and purport- 
ing to give the news from here, have con- 
tained false information to the effect that 
members of the Couch colony had crossed 
into Oklahoma, No member of thecolony 
now here has made an effort to enter the 
promised land, though doubtless they 
would do sq at the word of command 
from Captain Couch. All are here and 
patientiy waiting with the military watch- 
ing them. The notes of the bugle sum- 
moned the boomers to meeting at three 
o’clock yesterday afternoon and notwith- 
standing the bitter cold wind that blew 
over the prairie, about five hundred col- 
onists, among whom were several women, 
congregated around the headquarters at 
the camp to listen to the report of Cap- 
tain Couch and to take part in the delib- 
eration of plans for the future. 

In view of the telegram received from 
the representatives of the colony in Wash- 
ington announcing the improbability of 
the President’s proclamation being with- 
drawn or modified, an impression pre- 
vailed that decided measures would be 
taken at the meeting. The colonists, 

owever, have a large fund of patience. 
yrhen their Captain advised them to al- 
low the President a reasonable time for 
settlement of the Oklahoma difficulty, ex- 
pressing his belief that Mr. Cleveland in- 
tended to deal fairly and justly with 
them, his hearers expressed their wiill- 
ingness to await future news from Wash- 
ington. 

There was no effort made, however, by. 
either Couch or the speakers who fol- 
lowed him to evade the issue, and it was 
boldly declared that, should a commis- 
sion not be appointed to negotiate with 
the Indians for the extinguishment of 
their alleged right to Oklahoma, and the 
cattlemen not be driven from their 
ranches immediately the boomers would 
march in a body and take possession of 
the territory despite all threats, the mili- 
tary or the President’s proclamation. 
The invasion of the country by force is 
regarded as a last and terrible resort, to 
be had recourse to only on the event of a 
satisfactory explanation being refused by 
the President for the action he has taken, 

The meeting was informed that a letter 
had been received from Michigan guaran- 
teeing the co-operation of 2,000 ex-sol- 
diers, who were ready to march at any 
time to the aid of the colonists, and an- 
other letter from the Soldiers’ Home in 
Ohio, stating that the 4,000 soldiers of 
the institution would join in a petition to 
the President for the opening of Oklaho- 
ma. The captain expressed the opinion 
that the United States Government could 
not raise soldiers enough to compete in 
numbers with the boomers who would 
rush to the aid of the colony in case the 
future course of the President should not 
be dictated by a sense of justice and fair 
vlav. 

The meeting consisted in great part of 
aged, respectable farmers, whose gray 
hair and beards, as well as their utter- 
ances and past conduct contradicts the 
imputation that they have no respect 
for the laws of their country. At every 
meeting as well as in their private 
conferences they advocate obedience to 
the law, and the only point that can 
be made against them is their threat to 
enter upon the forbidden territory. An 
explanation of the law is not vouchsafed 
to them. 

After a number of speeches counsel- 
ling patience and perseverance had been 
made the meeting adjourned subject to 
the call‘of the captain. 

The Coffeyville colonists are said to 
have entered the territory and to have 
begun building. Several isolated teams 
are also said to have entered further West 
yesterday. Two teams owned by the 
Wyeth Cattle Company left this city 
loaded with fruit trees for planting on 
the land occupied in Oklahoma. 

When the news reached here that the 
Coffeyville colonists had entered the 
Territory, there was considerable excite- 
ment. It seems while the troops are en- 
gaged in keeping out the Couch boomers, 
encamped here, the people are going in 
at other points in small parties, and if 
the movement continues it will be neces- 
sary forthe troops to march again to 





Oklahoma and remove them. Freighters 


report numbers of them already settled 
along the Canadian River in tents and 
dugouts. Captain Dewees, with four 
companies, will reach that vicinity with- 
in a week and turn back the party that 
has entered from Arkansas and Texas. 
General Hatch is here, and if he finds it 
necessary to send forward the troops 
stationed neargiis poimt, they will be re- 
placed by six companies from Fort 
Leavenworth.

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Losses for Want of Shelter. 








As this has turned out a severe wins 
ter for stock in all the Western States, 
it wiil be a good thing for stockmen to 
take a careful review, as spring comes 
on, and count up their losses on winter 
food, which has not produced its proper 

‘amount of growth. On the plains, 
cattle have died in large numbers, but 
elsewhere, want of proper shelter has 
only greatly reduced the value of the 
cattle. There is no doubt that the suf- 
ferings of the cattle, even on the plains, 
could be very much reduced; but we 
only intended to call the careful atten- 
tion of feeders in longer settled West- 
ern States to the fact that the losses in 
growth, this severe winter, would have 
gone a long way in providing better 
shelter. In many cases it will be sufli- 
cient to have constructed ample shelter 
and largely changed the result in the 
spring condition. of the cattle. We 
hope this experience may be fruitful in 
improving the winter shelter of cattle 
upon thousands of Western farms, and 
that farmers will carefully study the 
whole question of winter. feeding, for it 
will certainly have a very definite rela- 
tion to annual profits.—Live Stock 
Journal.

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Hot Winds and Their Travels From Africa 
to Europe. 

At certain seasons hot, suffocating 
winds blow outward from the sandy 
deserts of the Sahara, and to these the 
general name simoon is given by the 
Arabs of the north coast, from the 
word samma, meaning hot or poison- 
ous. In Egypt the hot wind is called 
kamsin, meaning fifty, since it gener- 
ally blows from the end of April, for 
that number of days, onward to the in- 
undation of the Nile in June.
